Stafistics Show High Mortality
Rate Among Racing Champions

There is only one position
more precarious than being a
champion and that's maintain-
ing it. In highly competitive
sports this is pretty difficu!t
since there is always some one
coming up ready to take on
the champ and try to knock his
underpinning out from under
him.

The mortality rate among
the champions in horse racing
is extremely high, mainly be-
cause the career expectancy
of horses are considerably less
than that of human athletes,
rarely going over a five-year
period. As a result, if a horse
maintains a top position two
years in a row it is a. rarity
rather than the usual thing.
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IN CHECKING the various
racing champions only one ap-
pears to have an outside
chance of repeating.
